A series of three i.p. injections of ovalbumin (OVA 100 pg and aluminium hydroxide 
100 mg in 1 mL saline) were administered, over a week, to induce asthmatic attacks, 
followed by a two weeks sensitization period and then exposure to a fine mist of 
aerosolized ovalbumin (5 mg/ml in saline) solution for 30 min. The latter procedure was 
repeated for three trials with a one day interval between each trial. Aerosolized 
ovalbumin produces symptoms that may include rapid breathing, restlessness, chewing, 
ruffling of the fur, labored breathing with the use of accessory muscles of the respiration, 
prolonged expiration, gasping, coughing, dilation of alae nasi, cyanosis and convulsion.

The protocol was designed for the development of a model of Staphylococcus aureus infection 
similar to that observed in preterm infants housed in neonatal intensive care units. Piglets were 
administered with S. aureus intravenously on day 7 postpartum.

On d 77 of gestation gilts are inoculated with PRRSV or sterile culture medium to induce a 
maternal immune response that is hypothesized to impact fetal brain development. In some 
cases, gilts are euthanized on gestation d 112 and piglets are immediately obtained by caesarean 
section for brain tissue collection, in other cases, piglets are naturally farrowed (‘-gestation d 
114) and weaned at 2-d of age to a piglet caging system for subsequent experimentation. Gilts are 
euthanized immediately after piglets are weaned. Gilts may experience discomfort that is 
typically associated with an acute viral infection (e.g., fever, reduced appetite). We do not expect 
pigiets to experience pain and/or distress. Thus, very few animais associated with this protocol 
experience unrelieved pain and/or distress.

Each challenged 
pig received 2 mU of 1 x10^ 50% tissue culture infective dose of live PRRSV. Based on previous 
research involving the similar PRRSV strain, pigs infected with the virus showed signs such as 
labored respiration, elevated rectal temperature, lethargy, decreases in appetite and poor growth 
rate. Gross lung lesions were evident postmortem in pigs infected with PRRSV. This model does 
not induce mortality, only clinical signs typical in young pigs infected with PRRSV, and actually 
allows pigs to be in recovery after d 14 postinfection.

Snaring, bleeding, and injection of experimentai pigs (which are unavoidable In the conduct of 
this research) will cause some pain and distress to the animals for very short periods of time 
lasting from 1-2 minutes. The most efficient way to minimize this pain and distress is to minimize 
the time taken for these procedures. All personnel working on this project have extensive 
experience handling swine. Thus, we are confident that the duration of discomfort will be 
minimized through efficient and humane handling practices. In addition, during the period of 
acclimation to the housing facilities, efforts are made for the animai to familiarize with the 
personnel by being handled and spending time with them and sometimes offering them cookies 
by hand. 

Animals challenged with field (virulent) strains of PRRS virus will develop clinical signs which are 
quite variable. In grower pigs, the most consistent clinical signs observed are those of respiratory 
disease or ill-thrift associated with decreased appetite, fever and rough hair coat. Specifically, 
clinical signs could include mildly decreased appetite, short-term (1-2 days) and low-grade (+1-2 
degrees Farenheit) fever, and transient (1-2 days) respiratory signs (coughing, dyspnea).

Because this is a study aimed at measuring the ievel of protective immunity elicited by 
vaccination, the clinical response to the challenge infection with PRRS virus is part of the 
outcome that is being measured to determine protective immunity. Providing treatment to relieve 
the symptoms resulting from the virus challenge would alter the clinical measurements being 
monitored and recorded in order to determine the level of protective immunity elicited by the 
vaccination. Thus, allowing the disease to run its course is necessary in order to conduct a 
successfui study.

Section 3.80 Primary Enclosures of the Standards promulgated to implement the 
Animal Welfare Act for the temporary housing of male and female baboons {Papio sp.). 
The exception granted was that the male cage does not have to provide twice the minimal 
area required to house one animal during periods of breeding. This exception is for the 
period or time that a female baboon is placed in the male’s cage for the purpose of 
breeding. This period generally does not exceed five days and the male cage contains 15 
sq. ft. The exception was granted because the housing is only temporary in nature, and it 
is generally accepted practice for many species that the female is taken to the male’s cage 
for breeding. It is the consensus of the veterinary staff that the current system provides 
adequate space for animals to engage in species specific interactive behaviors. During 
the last year, 4 animals were temporarily housed under this exception. 

The Institutional Animal Care and Use Committee of the University of Illinois - 
Chicago has approved an exception for the requirements in Subpart D Section 3.84 
Cleaning, Sanitation, Housekeeping, and Pest Control of the Standards promulgated 
to implement the Animal Welfare Act for cleaning/sanitation of primary cages. The 
exception granted was that cages used to house nonhuman primates maintained in a BSL- 
3 facility would be changed every thirty days instead of every 2 weeks. The exception 
was granted to minimize potential staff exposure to infectious agents as well as minimize 
potential macro-environment contamination of the BSL-3 facility during the cage 
changing process. Cages were spot cleaned during the 30 day period between cage 
sanitation on an as needed basis. Depending upon the study, forty-four macaques were 
maintained under this exception from anywhere from 15 to approximately 300 days. The 
health and husbandry of the animals maintained under this exception was monitored by 
the veterinary and husbandry staff during the course of the project. No health or 
husbandry problems related to the exception were noted. 
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Exceptions to Standards and Regulations Under the AWA for reporting period 10/1/2012 - 9/30/2013: 
Multiple Major Survival Surgeries : 

One investigator was approved to perform two surgeries on the same individuals (swine). In one 
protocol, swine are subjected to removal of teeth in the first surgery. The swine are allowed to heal for 6 
weeks to 3 months. In the second surgery mandibular defects are created and filled with dental 
implants combined with autologous cells from teeth or bone marrow harvested in the same surgery. 

This approach represents a refinement of the initially approved procedure. In another protocol, swine 
are implanted with artificial bone scaffolds in the latissimus dorsi muscle bed to allow the scaffold to 
vascularize and begin bone formation, and liposuction is performed to harvest stem cells. One month 
later, a second surgery is performed to resect the mandible and transplant the implant into the defect. 
Thirty-seven (37) pigs were subjected to MMSS during the reporting period. 

Housing (Space) : 

One investigator was approved for the use of metabolism cages to individually house artificially-reared 
piglets. Piglets are housed from birth for up to 4 weeks of age. In this case, the cages are also below 
Guide standards for piglets (4.2 sq. ft. of floor space), but up to that age piglets are able to move freely, 
including turning around. If the piglets begin to have difficulty turning around, cages are enlarged or 
animals are moved to alternate housing within Guide standards for area. Space restriction requirements 
were Justified. Twenty-four piglets were housed in this manner during the reporting period. 

Housing (Individual) : 

Five investigators were approved to house social animals (pigs) individually. Investigators provided 
scientific Justification for this housing (protection of surgical sites, precision of feeding). A total of 427 
swine were housed individually during this reporting period. Of these, all but 50 were neonatal piglets 
housed in an artificial-rearing system for up to 5 weeks. Except in the case above, the cages currently in 
use for artificial rearing of piglets meet Guide standards for space. 

Twelve pregnant gilts were maintained in standard farrowing crates from day 76 of gestation 
until about 2 days after farrowing. These gilts were housed in isolation due to experimental infection 
protocol. Thirty-eight pigs >6 months old were housed individually, but adjacent to conspecifics, 
following surgical procedures as detailed above (n = 37) or after a single surgery (n = 1). 

Food Restriction : 

One investigator was approved for mild food restriction of pigs (85% of ad libitum intake) for the 
purpose of using food motivation in behavioral testing. Twenty-four pigs were subjected to this 
restriction, in addition to individual housing and reduced space as detailed above.

Exception to Standards: AVMA Guidelines on Euthanasia (2007) 

Use of conditionally acceptable method of euthanasia - Cervical dislocation 

of small mammals 

The use of cervical dislocation as a method of euthanasia of small wild mammals in field studies has 
been reviewed and approved by the lACUC based on written scientific justification by the principal 
investigators. Investigators have extensive experience in administering this technique for all species 
involved. 


Reasons for Exception: 

1) In each applicable study, involving capture and release of small wild mammals, death of aninaals is 
not an endpoint. Euthanasia would only be administered in case of severe injury or illness, or if 
severe or chronic pain cannot be relieved. Thus, it is not practical to bring either chemicals or 
equipment needed for euthanizing into the field.

Exceptions: Some of these animals are subjected to cooler than normal 
temperatures, others may have been food restricted for intervals not exceeding 48 
hours and some male/female pairs are maintained as continuous breeding pairs after 
giving birth. 

Explanations: Cooler temperatures or acute food restriction for no longer than 48 
hours are each employed to elicit natural physiological changes in the reproductive 
system, such as occur in these hamsters habitat (Siberia and Mongolia). Each of these 
treatments mimics one aspect of conditions experienced by this species in late 
autumn/early winter. Their health is closely monitored and no deleterious effects 
have been observed. The maintenance of continuous breeding pairs is standard 
husbandry practice in this species (P. sungorus). 
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
